Gartner against Vincent L. Roth, 
county auditor, and the state of 
California, which is Iccated on 
Seventh street in Upland. 

This property was deeded to the 
state in 1942 for non-payment of 
1936 taxes. It was one of 8,000 
parcels similarly deeded to the 
state during a period of little more 
than a year between June 1, 1942 
and Aug. 4, 1943. The test suit 
was merely to determine whether 
or not the county auditor could 
legally permit land owners to re- 
deem their property in instances 
where it was deeded to the state 
during the period in question.
